What 
must be remembered is that these cows that did so well for the 
two herds mentioned above were imported largely in the 
thirties . . . and times were tough then in Scotland as every- 
where else. 


Klaymor was able to take its pick of the herds in Scotland. 
Their best heiters were available. The kind of females that we 
bought are not now available in Scotland at any price. 


The Klaymor herd today is the result not only of these im- 
portations, but of their constructive mating. Among every group 
of females certain ones prove to be the most outstanding 
breeders. Over a twenty year period, to make their influence 
dominant, each year we have selected a few heifers from 
these particularly top producing families to retain. The best 
herd bull we could find has been brought into this herd at ap- 
proximately five year intervals. To assist and to avoid con- 
tinual outcrossing the top sons out of the best producing fe- 
males have been used. 


We have never been interested in mass production of seed 
stock. The size of the Klaymor herd today is about the same 
as it was when it was founded in the thirties. With such a pro- 
gram our own replacement needs do not take from our heifer 
crop more than a few. Thus, we are able to offer females of 
rare quality, breeding and uniformity. 


No females are ever sold from Klaymor at private treaty. 
No one is allowed to come in and pick over the bulls before 
the sale.
